— Rendering their 
verdict to favour of the plain- 
tiff, Sidney M. Hermant, the Jury 
at the University of Toronto 
"Moot Trial" brought to a close 
seven hours of legal verbiage. In 
whloh'the "Varsity," student news- 
paper, was found guilty of libel. 
The, case arose, out of an allejed 
misquotation on the part of the 
"Varsity" In an interview g ven by 
Hermant. 

The: trial was conducted by stu-- 
, dents.' In strict legal procedure; 
witness after 'wltaess being exam- 
ined, wd.crass-exao^ by oppos- 
sliig counsels. Tiie members of the 
Jury vyere challenged In the accred- 
ited legal manner, and frequent 
tiffs between the counsels gave the 
Judge, Stuart Mackenzie, plenty of 
troui>lë' In deciding various points.'

"We are insensibly affected by the 
aspect of. the streets through which we 
pass," were the opening remarks of 
Philip J. Turner, P.R.I.B.A.Ï FJt-AJ.C, 
Professor in the School of Architec 
ture at McOiU University in his talk

and the speaker had chosen for bis 
subject "The Architect and the Com 
munlty." 

A beautiful building has a great 
.power for the uplifting of hearts, and 
im art that so profoundly affects our 
daily life is, or should be, the concern 
of everybody, and it is closer to the 
proverbial man-ln-the-street than to 
any one else. The Provtace of Quebec 
Architects Association of which Mr. 
Turner Is the President, advocates a 
broadening of the- basis ct e^^ ca^, 
which would Include <'aréhjteevûS^^ 
a régulai subject in any school jcourse- 
We are carried along with the stream 
and do not take notice of . the horrors 
thj^^imtroninilttei In, our streets and 
p^'ratmiSfs^ng protest.

Spanish Club Debaters Up- 
hold Policy of New 
Government 

KINGS CRITICISED 



Latin-American Consuls-Gen-

That the present republican system 
of government w mora oeneflclal to 
Spata . than 'i.li- former Jiouaj-snlca 
system was shown the dcoate o'. the 
Spanish Club held in the Urill R tom 
of the Union last night, i The aboli- 
tion of Inquicuon, the Lnprovenien 
of agricultural mochods fhe opcin;} 
of schools and colleces. und *a gerordl 
rebuilding of the country were bene- 
fits ascribed to the present govern- 
ment. 

Rebecca E'ji, speaktag for 'las affir- 
mative,, opened the debate/ by givtag 
a brief resume of Spanish colonial 
conquest, showtag the selfishness of the 
Spanish ktags, and the wars tato which 
they led their people to satisfy their 
greed, S^e deplored the Spanish In- 
quisition, a method by which selfish 
and- suspicious kings repressed tadi- 
viduallty, and wrought Innumerable 
ills among the people. 

Benefits of Monarchy 

Lillian Bicrbrier, ta potattag out the 
good potats of the Spanish monarchy, 
claimed that it united Spata, causing 
the foundation of the great Spanish 
empire; the colonial policy of the kings 
she attributed to ambltoh, not self- 
ishness. She patated a vivid picture 
.1 the kluB as a leader, a captain, a 
person to inspire confidence, and di- 
rect his subjects to the road of pros- 
perity and success. Not only has the 
republican ' government failed to do 
this, she clahned, but no promises ,they 
had made have been fulfilled. 
' Andre Leroux, speaktag for the af- 
firmative, stressed the fact that the 
educational policy that the republi- 
cans are follo^ 
tlon for the country, that by tbe sys- 
tem of mass education which the gov- 
ernment is following will thg ne^jwi- 
ératIon~bfe 'savedw' Nôt-oi^- -are ; tlfe 
Spaniards betag properly educated and 
trataed now, he said, but Uièy-are also 
betag tastructed ta the laws bf . the 
land; new laws, whicii; the sjwaker 
termed a 'iproper" system, are ' bëlng 
enforced, to bring new order to the 
land. In conclusion, he claimed that 
the agrarian, problem is be'ng worked 
to the advantage of the people and 
the country.'
